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FAMINE IN JAVA 


LINKED TO DRIVE 


AGANST UTCH 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, Dec. 
17 (AP)—The anti-Dutch cam- 
paign has brought famine to 30 
areas throughout Java and se-. 
vere food shortages in east In- 
donesia, government circles ad- | 
mitted today. 

Because they are not getting 
paid, dockyard and port work- 
ers are not obeying govern- 
ment orders to unload ships of 


the Dutch KPM line tied up 
in many Indonesian ports. KPM 
was taken over by the Indo- 
nesian Government at the start 
of the clampdown on the Dutch, 
causing a paralysis of inter- 
island shipping. 

More than 50,000 tons of rice 
—the staple food—are in the 
warehouses of Jakarta’s har- 
bor, and 80,000 tons are due 


soon from Egypt and Spain, 
but the problem of reshipping | 
it'to famine areas remains. Lo- | 
cal supplies of rice have been 
cut by crop failures in many 
areas. In Jakarta the price has 
tripled in the last six months. 


Reports reaching Jakarta 
said Indonesian parachute 
troops arrested more than 100 
civilians and army personnel in 
Ambopina and other islands of 
the Moluccas after food riots. 

The Amboinese, many of 
whom aré pro-Dutch, live in 
the eastern part of Indonesia 
near West New Guinea. Indo- 
nesia's takeover of Dutch en- 
terprises in the last two weeks 
was in retaliation for the Dutch 


refusal to yield West New 
Guinea. 


An Indonesian Government 


spokesman said Japanese ships 
will arrive within two or three 
weeks to help restore inter- 
island links. In Tokyo, the 
Transportation Ministry con- 
firmed that two Japanese ship- 
ping firms have offered to sell 
Indonesia up to six 2000-ton 
ships. 

As the anti-Dutch campaign 
eased, the army chief of staff 
ordered military commands 
throughout the country not to 
interfere in any way with op- 
erations of BPM, the Royal 
Shell Oil Co. A spokesman for 
Maj. Gen. Abdul Harris Nasu- 
tion« said he issued the order 
to insure the continued supply 
of oil,. “which forms an im- 
portant factor in this country’s 
economy.” BPM is owned by 
Dutch, British, French and 
American interests. 

Efforts to bring former Vice 
President Mohammed Hatta 
back into the government con- 
tinued. A nine-member parlia- 
mentary committee reported 
that Hatta and President Su- 
karno have agreed to meet 
with the Cabinet and Parlia- 
ment in an efiort to resolve 
their differences.

it will adapt itself to changing circumstances. 
For example, he can draw your will so as to provide 
benefits for your children or grandchildren who may 
be born after its date as well as those who were born 
prior to the execution of your will. He can give the 
trustee extremely broad management and invest- 
ment powers so that the trustee will be adequately 
equipped to meet almost any circumstances of an 
investment or management nature that may arise in 
the future. 


If your will provides substantial bequests for 
charity or for beneficiaries other than the members 
of your immediate family he may guard against the 
danger that such bequests would become too large 
a proportion of your estate in the event that its value 
should shrink drastically. He can do so by providing 
that in no event shall the total of such bequests exceed 
more than a stated percentage of your estate and in 
the event they do so they will be cut down pro rata 


ng and he can provide that such bequests will be elimi- 
nated entirely if your estate falls below a specified 


figure. 


Although a skillful lawyer can draw your will in 
such a way that deaths or births in the family, 
changes in your financial circumstances or in the 
character of your assets will not require the will to 
be redrawn, it is none the less advisable to have 


him review it periodically. Sometimes situations may 
arise that could not have been anticipated and for 
which no advance provision could have been made 
in the will. For example, in 1948 changes in the tax 
laws first permitted married people in certain cases ta 
cut their estates in half for tax purposes. This pro- 
vision which is still in the law has rendered many 
wills of married persons drawn before 1948 obsolete.

Our Russian policy since World 
War II has been predicated on 
nothing more substantial than wish- 
ful thinking, urged on by capital- 
istic jealousy and religious hys- 
teria.

It took the form of a policy 
of encirclement and isolation of 
the Russian state. 

Our policy of encirclement now 
is in. the process of coming apart 
at the seams, for.our friends and 
allies have no desire to be on the 
receiving end and take the brunt 
of any nuclear war.

posal as being “unacceptable,” and 
every conference as being “inad- 
visable” he frightens our friends 
and feeds the Soviet propaganda 
mill. 

I hold no brief for Communism.

The 100,000,000° Secret 

A mysterious secrecy, recently pervaded with 
hints of friction between Great Britain and the 
United States, surrounds the free world’s efforts 
to put atomic fusion to peaceful use. 

Just where do the Western allies stand ia 
“harnessing the H-bomb,” as the project is popu- 
larly called? 

The key problem is to create temperatures of 
100,000,000 degrees Fahrenheit or over. Such a 
heat, up to 10 times as hot as the interior of the 
sun, is necessary to trigger the fusion reaction. 
But it will also melt—and gasify—any substance 
on earth. The tack being followed, therefore, is 
to ¢ontain the heat in fields of magnetic force 
that will prevent it from heating to the melting 
point the glass bottle in which it is held. 


Both the British, at their Harwell laboratories, 
and the United States, in its Project Sherwood, 
centered at Princeton University, are trying to 
produce heat of that intensity. It has never been 
produced by man except in the A-bomb, which 
accordingly is used to trigger the H-bomb. But 
scientists believe it theoretically possible in their 
giass tubes. 


Last month the British Atomic Energy Author- 
ity reported progress. Later Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan said in a television speech that 
Britain was “well in the forefront” in this field.. 
Then British newspapers declared the necessary 
high temperature had been achieved at Harwell 
but that announcement of that stupendous fact 
to the world was being prevented by the United 
States. 


Now the chief of the American effort, Dr. 
Arthur E. Ruark of the AEC, just back from 
Harwell, denies that the United States is stand- 
ing in the way of any announcement. 

What does all this add up to? 

First of all, it is obvious that neither the Brit- 
ish nor our own people are being adequately 
informed, as they should be informed of every- 
thing about this project that would not adversely 
affect national security. 

Second, the heavy secrecy, for which there is 

no apparent justification, is damaging Anglo- 
American relations, arousing suspicions that the 
United States wants to steal Britain’s thunder. 
. Third, if fusion-range temperatures have been 
achieved, as several London newspapers report, 
it is a great scientific first. Electric power could 
then. eventually be produced from an isotope 
of the hydrogen atom, abundant as the waters 
of the sea, instead of from scarce uranium ore. 
This would be potentially of enormous prop- 
aganda value for the West. 

We think the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission owes it to the American people to 
tell them all it can about the progress of this 
hope-filled project. And if the breakthrough is 
British rather than American, surely we can take 
pride in that too.

We will confidently ex- 
pect—and demand, if necessary—crash programs 
to carry science ever ahead and upward by fur- 
ther research to determine how old is Ann; how 
high is up; which comes first, the chicken or 
the egg, and where one’s lap goes when one 
stands up. 
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Religious Census Abandoned 

With the slightly lame-sounding excuse that 
it would make its counting job more difficult, 
the Census Bureau announces that it will not 
ask the American people about their church 
connections, if any, in its 1960 enumeration. 
Whatever may be thought of the excuse, the con- 
clusion is a sound one. A man’s religion is his 
own business, and it definitely is not the Gov- 
ernment’s business. 

Some religious groups and religious leaders, 
along with certain organizations of sociologists, 
educators, business firms and research workers, 
asked for the statistics on church affiliation. 
Their desire, however worthy, is no excuse for 
governmental violation of personal privacy. 

While the Census Bureau recognizes that “a 
considerable number of persons would be re- 
luctant to answer such a question” in the cen- 
sus where the reply is mandatory, Robert W. 
Burgess, its director, insists that the Bureau may 
try to get the information later on through a 
national sample on a voluntary basis. 

Obviously it would be less objectionable to have 
a Government agent ask the citizen a question 
on religious affiliation on a voluntary-answer 
basis, but it still would be an improper question. 
The original proposal was wrong fot only be- 
cause citizens could be required to answer or be 
punished, but because where church and state 
are constitutionally separate, the Government 
has no business concerning itself with ¢hurch 
membership, through the compilation of statis- 
tics or in any other way. 

Having followed the right course in eliminat- 
ing the census question on religion, Mr. Burgess 
would do well to forget the voluntary sample as 
well. Let those who want a religious census take 
their own. It is their business, not the Govern- 
ment’s.

All in the Family 


“I was prepared to fire the first shot in World 
War III.” 

That is how a Navy carrier pilot described the 
Situation during Sixth Fleet maneuvers off Tur- 
key last September. An unidentified plane had 
been spotted over the maneuvers. When the 
snooper reappeared, V.Adm. Charles R. Brown, 
according to the Associated Press, ordered mis- 
sile-carrying Navy jets to shoot it down if nec- 
essary to prevent photography. The intruder 
escaped “to Communist Bulgaria.” 

This story, which created something of a sen- 
sation in September, has now come to its grand 
anti-climax. It turns out, according to Jack An- 
derson writing in Sunday's Parade, that the 
snooping on the Sixth Fleet was conducted not 
by the Russians but by the United States Air 
Force. The Air Force, Anderson writes, “tried 
to slip two B-47s through the fleet's security 
screen, hoping to catch the Navy off guard and 
score § propaganda hit in the interservice battle 
for defense dollars.” 

This is the kind of story which arouses indig- 
nation, apprehension and a sense of the ludi- 
crous in about equal proportions It is bad 
enough for our feuding military services to en- 
gage in childish rivalry on American soil, but 
infinitely worse to do so on the doorstep of the 
Communist world, where the slightest error 
might trigger uncontrollable circumstances. And 
how does it happen that the American people, 
after being scared by the reports of a mysteri- 
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ous intruder at the fleet exercises, were never 
told the truth until a magazine feature writer 
long afterwards dug it out? 

As Nevil Shute recognized in “On the Beach,” 
the modern world’s nightmare is of a push- 
button nuclear war being touched off by mis 
take. The nightmare takes on several more de- 
grees of horror at the thought of the mistake 
involving, not nations, but the rival services of 
one nation, 
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Items for Gov. Blair’s Agenda 

Mayor Tucker’s legislative proposals to Gov, 
Blair spring directly from St. Louis's struggle 
for solvency. As such they enjoy the quality 
of immediacy that ought to assure their being 
included in the Governor's call for next month’s 
special session of the Legislature. 

The request for an earnings tax enabling act 
also has been formally indorsed by a near- 
unanimous Board of Aldermen. The need for 
vigorous action toward this end has been under- 
scored in a detailed study of the city’s financial 
condition by a bipartisan citizens’ committee. 

St. Louls must have the financial relief that 
would be afforded by a higher earnings tax, 
and must have it soon. Almost everybody agrees 
on that—including for once both Mr. Tucker 
and the Aldermen who usually are at odds with 
him. “ 

The Mayor’s six other recommendations for 
legislative action also relate directly to the city’s 
immediate financial problem. Four of them deal 
with the state’s failure to pay its rightful share 
of the cost of maintaining the sick, the indigent 
and the state’s prisoners within the city. 

Mr. Tucker estimates that the state ought to 
be paying some $2,000,000 a year more than it 
is paying for these purposes. The city has had 
to fill the void. This is a heavy burden for the 
city to be carrying—especially when it is faced 
with so many other serious and costly municipal 
problems. 

The Mayor also wants the Governor to ask 
the Legislature to pay St. Louis $1,698,914 claim- 
ed due because of previous insufficient state 
appropriations for the care of indigent, insane 
and tubercular patients. The Governor once 
said that if the state owed this money it cer- 
tainly would pay. He ought to give the Legis- 
lature a chance to examine the bill and pay up 
if the city can prove its case. 

Mr. Tucker’s sixth proposal would enable the 
state to take advantage of federal matching 
funds to pay for medical care of public assist- 
ance recipients. 

In addition to the earnings tax proposal, the 
Aldermen want the state to pay a share of the 
cost of the state-controlled Police Department. 
If the Governor is disposed to pass this idea 
along to the Legislature, nobody in St. Louis 
is likely to object. But this is a field in which 
the city’s case for state assistance is nowhere 
near so convincing as it is in the area of main- 
taining the sick and indigent. 

St. Louis’s financial needs are serious and 
growing worse. The Mayor's several recom- 
mendations for meeting them pass the special 
session tests of substance and immediacy. They 
merit inclusion on the Governor’s agenda. 
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Father of the Dyer Act 


Leonidas C. Dyer, Republican, who represented 
the downtown St. Louis district in the national 
House of Representatives for 22 years beginning 
in 1911, left his name on a law that has been of 
much help to the Federal Government in fight- 
ing crime that crosses state lines. He wrote and 
sponsored in 1919 the bill which became the 
Dyer Act—the law that makes it a federal of- 
fense to move a stolen automobile from one state 
to another. A year ago J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the FBI, informed Mr. Dyer that 227,752 auto- 
mobiles, valued at $212,679,296, had been recov- 
ered under the Dyer Act and that 91,603 persons 
had been convicted“of violating it. 

This law was hot Mr. Dyer’s only contribution 
by any means. While he was not successful in 
winning passage for it, he performed a notable 
educational service in his long battle for an anti- 
lynching law. If he helped wage war on crime, 
he also believed in probation and parole, and 
will be recalled as a co-sponsor of the National 
Parole Act. 

It would be possible to find fault with some 
items in the Dyer record, but on the whole it 
was a good one, and this city will do well to 
remember its compiler favorably.

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Why Not Now? 

There is a tone of warm sincerity in President 
Eisenhower's reply to Indian Prime Minister 
Nehru’s suggestion for an end of nuclear tests. 
As demonstrated by the Geneva conference, the 
desire to avert nuclear catastrophe has long been 
one of the President's intense preoccupations. 
Nevertheless, his cablegram is a refusal to halt 
American tests. As suck, it must be disappoint- 
ing especially to those nations which fear that 
they may become the innocent victims of “fall- 
out” scattered through the world’s atmosphere 
by the Russians, the British and the Americans. 

As justification for his refusal, the President 
again stated that an end to the testing and pro- 
duction of nuclear weapons cannot be a unilat- 
eral affair. He cited American efforts at the 
London disarmament talks to achieve a general 
agreement, and he expressed disappointment at 
the Russian failure to join in such an accord. 
The circumstances being as they are, the Presi- 
dent said that the United States has no choice 
but to continue to produce and to improve weap- 
ons as a deterrent to war. 

That it is out of the question for the United 
States to disarm itself or even weaken itself 
while any other nation continues the develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons must be understand- 
able to Mr. Nehru. Yet the question is so serious 
that it commands further exploration. Ameri- 
cans—and Russians, too—cannot be happy about 
being exposed to the perils involved in the con- 
tinued testing of weapons. 

In so far as it does net weaken national de- 
fense, even unilateral avoidance of new tests 
should be considered. Indeed, there is some evi- 
dence that American testing has in fact been 
curtailed in order not to affront world opinion. 
But world opinion expects more. It expects an 
international agreement banning all super-bomb 
tests, policed by radiation monitoring which 
would permit violations to be instantly detected. 

To thet demand, it is not enough to reply that 
the United States will only agree to ban tests 
after a comprehensive disarmament treaty has 
been reached. Why not now? 
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While the Meatcutgers’ union settled for virtu- 
ally what had been offered all along, it wasn't 
exactly the one who lost the strike. That would 
be the customers.

The international situation is much 
more serious than most people assume. 
Unless we.decide to do a lot of 
things Americans are not yet con- 
vinced we must or should do, I don’t 
think it is an exaggeration to say that 
the international picture is, or may 
shortly become, dangerously critical. 

We Americans have made a great 
error in underestimating the speed of 
Russian industrial and scientific de- 
velopment. Our 
margin of superior- 
ity, our margin of 
national security, 
our very margin of 
survival if war 
comes, has been 
steadily shrinking. 

Even if we do 
greatly step up our 
military research 
and development 
efforts — and I am 
convinced that we 
will—that will not 
by itself be enough 
to preserve perma- 
nently our margin 
of superiority, our national security. 
Unless we also greatly improve our sci- 
entific training in this country at all 
educational levels—high school as well 
as college—and perhaps double the 
number of boys who become scientists, 
we won't be able permanently to main- 
tain superiority over Russia.

A Decisive Point in History 


The Soviet earth satellites, Sputniks 
I and IJ, will prove to be the luckiest 
things that could have happened to 
America if they have jarred us out of 
our complacency and overconfidence. 

In describing the free world’s peril, 
Harold Macmillan, the British Prime 
Minister, recently said that we are at 
one of the most deécisive turning 
points in world history. I agree, and 
I think that one of the first things our 
Congress should do is to change our 
laws so that we can pool our defense 
and scientific knowledge with the 
British and Canadians and equip 
NATO forces with intermediate-range 
missiles and atomic artillery. 


Because America has outstripped 
the rest of the world in assembly-line 
mass production, we have erroneously 
assumed that we have equal world 
superiority in abstract scientific 
brains. That simply isn’t true. 


We couldn't have made the atomic 
bomb without the help of Niels Bohr, 
the Dane; Fermi, the Italian; Szilard, 
the Hungarian, and many other for- 
eigners. Edward Teller, another Hun- 
garian scientist in the United States, 
is the father of the hydrogen bomb. 


Slowly Losing the Cold War 


The reason that we are as far along 
as we are in the rocket field, even 
th we are behind the Russians, is 
largely because of two Germans, 
Wernher von Braun and Willie Ley. 

Even before Sputnik, the interna- 
tional situation had, from our view- 
point, been steadily deteriorating. I 
do not think it is an exaggeration to 
say that we were slowly but rather 
steadily losing the cold war. 

On the military side, things have 
been going badly with NATO. France 
is the heart of our NATO defense es- 
tablishment, yet France is crumbling. 
fhe is in a pelitical, economic, social 
and psychological crisis, the gravity 
of which it is difficult to exaggerate. 

At the same time that things are 
going badly for us in Western 
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ism, have won their freedom. A score 
of new nations has been created. They 
all want and are determined to have 
higher standards of living. 


If we don’t help these struggling 
countries so that the people can see 
with their own eyes that progress 
along the lines of more education and 
more food and a better standard of 
living is being made, they. will . suc- 
cumb to the blandishments offered 
them by the Communists. 


For this reason, I think the United 
States for its own national security 
ought to spend substantially more 
money than we are currently spending 
in economic aid to these newly inde- 
pendent, underdeveloped nations. 


The Tragedy of Little Rock 


We must demonstrate to these peo- 
ple with brown and black and yellow 
skins that. we of the free world gen- 
uinely believe that all human beings 
are equal in the eyes of God. 


What Gov. Faubus+ has done in 
Little Rock is doubly tragic, because 
if we don’t steadily reduce racial dis- 
crimination here at home, the colored 
peoples .of the world will have less 
faith in us and the doctrines of free- 
dom and democracy that we spread. 


In addition to increased foreign eco- 
nomic aid, primarily in Asia, I be- 
lieve we are going to have to increase 
our military budget substantially. 


There is undoubtedly a lot of waste 
and duplication in our present defense 
setup. Back in 1948 I was a member 
of the original Hoover Commission 
task foree on the national defense es- 
tablishment and ever since I have 
been convinced that the Defense De- 
partment should be reorganized and 
the roles and missions of the three 
military services should be clarified 
and redefined. I hope that before long 
such a reorganization will take place. 


Even if these savings from duplica- 
tion and overlapping are made, how- 
ever, I think our total defense expen- 
ditures will still have to be increased. 
I do not know how much, but pos- 
sibly by several billion dollars a year.

We must step up our expenditures 
greatly not only for missile research 
and development but also for anti- 
missile missiles and for early warning 
defense against missiles. We need 
also to expand greatly our air-lift ca- 
pacity to transport men and weapons 
quickly to any part of the world 
where a brush-fire war might start. 

Of course, we want maximum econ- 
omy in government, and we may be 
able to eliminate or reduce or post- 
pone other expenditures, but I believe 
our total federal budget must be in- 
creased next year.

Between Book Ends 


Facts on Fission and Fusion 


ON NUCLEAR ENERGY, by Donald J. 
Hughes. (Harvard University Press, 
263 pgs., $4.75.) 

The dedication of this book tells 
how technical it is, “To Mother, This 
one is for you—it contains only two 
equations.” 

The. fundamental equation is Ein- 
stein’s mathematical expression for 
the relationship between matter and 
energy which was first demonstrated 
on an atom-by-atom basis in 1914. The 
process has the now familiar name of 
fission and is more precisely under- 
stood as the absorption of a neutron 
by a nucleus which splits the nucleus 
into two new ntcleii. 

The splitting event transforms a 
small amount of matter into energy. 
This process works best with ° very 
heavy atoms. Compjementarily, fusion 
is. the putting together of two nucleili 
which results in one larger nucleus 
and a release of energy and this works 
best with very light atoms. 

The rapidity with which these events 
occur determines whether there is a 
destructive explosion or the release 
of constructive energy. 

. * . 


The book contains a good explana- 
tion of radiation activity, what, in gen- 
eral terms, the difference is between 
alpha, beta, and gamma rays, how X- 
ray therapy accomplishes the destruc- 
tion of malignant growths in living 
tissues, how a G@iger-Muller counter 
works, how tracers are used in medi- 
cine and industry and other applica- 
tions of constructive nuclear energy. 

Heavy consideration in the book of 
how atomic energy will be harnessed 
to provide’electric power indicates the 
extent to which this problem has al- 
ready been explored. Several firms in 
this country are experimenting with 
different systems of using a controlled 
chain reaction to drive electric gener- 
ators. Great Britain has moved further 
in this direction than any other coun- 
try because of increasing concern over 
the limited supply and difficult avail- 
ability of coal and oil as sources of 
power. 


. * . 

The tremendous energies of fission 
and fusion have never before suc- 
cumbed to human control. If these en- 
ergies are not regarded with sober re- 
sponsibility and treated gingerly the 
little couplet, which sub-heads Chapter 
I, will come to pass, “And atomic 
energy, unless we ban it, will blow us 
right off this old planet.” 

This reader was disappointed with 
the {nclusion of labored explanations 
of certain political activities of ths 
Atomic Energy Commission. Extolling 
the political wisdom of the commis- 
sion in an otherwise excellent discus- 
sion of nuclear’ energy tends to com- 
promise the objectivity of the author 
and still fails to make a partisan of 
the power within the atom. It’s weak 
coattail riding and not on the same 
level with the rest of the book, the 
theme of which is In a quotation from 
A. H. Compton: 

“. «+ (atomic power'’s) eventual im- 

rtance to mankind ... can hardly 

less than that of fire.”

What Will Happen in 1960?

Agrees Union or 
Management Ministers 
Would Not Be Free. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 ‘AP) 
—Three leaders of church.. in- 
dustry and labor concluded 
yesterday that churches should 
not appoint ministers as chap- 
lains in either labor unions or 
industry. 


Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
chairman of the Methodist 
Commission on Chaplains, said 
chaplains whose salaries would 
be paid either by labor or 
management would not be free. 


“We dare not identify the 
Gospel with any economic or 
political system,” he said. “The 
Gospel stands in judgment on 
all economic systems.” 


Victor Reuther, manager of 
the Washington office of the 
United Auto Workers, said, 
“Such agents of the church in- 
side the labor movement. ‘or 
working for management would 
arouse suspicion and resent- 
ment.” 


Leon E. Hickman, vice presi- 
dent and general counsel of 
the Aluminum Co. of America, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., said the posi- 
tion of churchmen in industrial 
plants or labor unions “be- 
comes very equivocal.” 

“If they are paid by the 
church,” Hickman said, “they 
must be free to speak their 
minds, and yet neither the in- 
dustry to which: they are 
assigned nor the labor unions 
can tolerate one within the or- 
ganization who is not subject 
to organizational disciplines. 


“In geheral, I believe a 
churchman’s position is in a 
church,” Hickman said. “There 
he has a privileged sanctuary 
where he may speak the Chris- 
tian position as he sees it and 
his right to do so is respected 
even by those who disagree 
with him.” 


Bishop Oxnam, Reuther and 
Hickman stated their views in 
speeches before a two-day con- 
ference of Methodist lay and 
clerical leaders to consider the 
church’s “responsibility for a 
ministry to industry.”

In 10 minutes the second 
game was completed, and the 
bowlers moved to adjoining 
lanes and started the third 
game. The TV crew then had 
Joe Norris, one of the tour- 
nament officials, ease behind 
Hennessey and ask him 
whether he and Don could 


slow down a bit. Tom, who 
had kept his title chance 
alive by winning the pre- 


vious game, didn’t want to 
take a chance on losing his 
rhythm. He told Norris 
there wasn't much he could 
do about it at that time. 
After Carter won the third 
game by a close margin, and 
thereby assured himself of 
the $5000 first prize, both 
bowlers were willing to co- 
operate. They made a real 
production of the final, with 
Hennessey winning, 248-203. 
Even so, the bowling is re- 
ported to have ended about 
five minutes sooner than the 
advertising agency had 
planned, but the interviews 
with Carter and the women’s 
titlist, Marion Ladewig, 
didn’t seem too drawn out. 
The error that the pro- 
gram planners made, appar- 
ently, was to base their esti-

When 
you a ball arch down and stop on a green, it didn't 
get thrown there. Sidney Goltz, producer-director, puts 
iis six cameras where he figures a golf pro will hit the 
ball—but they don’t always. “Even a top pro occasion- 
ally hits one like a duffer and then I'm in trouble along 
with the golfer. If we miss the action, it's lost forever.” 


=o 


RECENTLY, I watched a rather lopsided match be- 
tween Dutch Harrison and Jack Burke who was red hot 
that day. Burke won by five strokes. Even though Burke 
led for the whole hour, the match had great excitement. 
“That was one of the finest shots I ever saw,” whispered 
Jim Britt, the sports announcer after Burke had made a 
great chip to the green. Burke was lining up a putt at 
the time and Britt's voice got more and more conspira- 
torial, “Burke has about a 30-foot putt for a birdie, if 
he gets it, he'll have a par 36.” 


He got it. But they don’t always. “Harrison 
has a chance to take a one stroke lead here. The 
stick is being attended to by the caddy. There's 
the putt—aah, a heartbreaker”—as it missed by 
inches. 


Naturally, all holes can’t be shown. The ones left 
out are diagrammed, showing just what each player did 
on every stroke. The putting is the easiest for the cam- 
eras to follow but Goltz wisely gets in a good deal of 
all of the other kinds of golfing shots. He has found that 
poking cameras in their faces doesn’t seem to upset 
golfers. “It’s the unexpected noise that throws them off. 
When they expect the camera noise it doesn't seem to 
bother them,” says Goltz. The cameras may even stimu- 
late the golfers. In the first match of the series Ed 
Oliver broke the course record at the Phoenix (Ariz.) 
Country Club with a 62. 


THE SIX CAMERAS take about 75,000 feet of film 
frem which 2000 make up the final program. Winner of 
the match gets $2000, the loser $1000. Also, there are 
bonuses of $10,000 for a hole-in-one and $500 for every 
tagle.. The prize money is put up by De Met, who between 
howling and golf is handing out annual checks totaling 
$120,000. 


Television has always leaned heavily toward 
the great spectator sports like boxing or baseball. 
When DeMet first broached the idea of televising 
a participant sport like bowling, a pastime in« 
dulged in by hundreds of theusands of just plain 
people, the experts theught he had rocks in his 
head. “Anybody can bowl, so why watch it?” 


But this is precisely the attraction. While millions 
know how to bowl, not very many can roll up scores of 
250 and the duffers like to look at the hotshots and get 
a few angles on how its done. “Championship Bowling” 
is now in its fourth year and has a better audience than 
any other ayndicated sports show on television. Golf 
may do even better, though it doesn't draw very well on 
Saturday against football. Still, it's done well enough 
for De Met to start thinking about televising other partici- 
pant sports. We may yet live to see the day when a good 
spirited table tennis match will be on a national network.

Medical Questions 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN:.If a man has been to 8 
party and had too many drinks, wouldn't a few walks 
around the block and some strong, hot coffee be enough 
to fix him up so he would be sober enough to drive?

ANSWER: He would still be a menace to himself and 
to other drivers. Alcoholic content of the blood falls very 
slowly, no matter what you do to hasten it. Drs. R. A. 
McFarland and R. C. Moore have conducted experiments 
at the Harvard School of Public Health. They gave one 
subject the equivalent of eight highballs over a period 
of four hours. His blood alcohol reached 0.15 per cent in 
about two hours; and 14 hours after his last drink the 
blood alcoho] was still 0.09 per cent. Because of this, and 
similar data, commercial airlines require that their pilots 
abstain for at least 18 hours before flight time. 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have just made the ac- 
quaintance of a food faddist. He gets angry when I call 
him that. Yet I must admit that lately he has me wonder- 
ing if what he claims isn't true. For example, he says that 
I should never drink water during my meals. Also that 
coffee is bad before sleep. And that I should not mix pro- 
teins, fats and starches at mealtime. Is there any sense 
to any of this? Thank you. Mr. LS. 

ANSWER: I know of no ‘good reason why water can't 
be taken with your food. As for coffee, that depends upon 
you. It is all right to use in moderation at night if it 
doesn't keep you awake. As for not mixing the various 
food elements, there is no scientific basis for that reason- 
ing, either. The stomach has no separate compartments 
for proteins, fats and starches. Whether you take them 
together or separately, soon they are all churned about 
as if they were in one common mixing bowl.

Fix It Yourself

THERE IS ONE GOOD 
THING that can be said about 
the water vapor inside your 
home that causes condensation 
sweating walls and windows 
—and that is that if you provide 
it with a means of escape it 
will flow outside just as fast 
as it can. This is because warm 
moist air will always flow to 
cooler dryer air and in winter 
the air outside is usually colder 
and dryer than the inside air. 


If you want to prove this to 
yourself, open the top and 
bottom of a window just a 
crack when the window glass 
starts to sweat or frost. Chances 
are that in a short time the 
moisture or frost will stop 
forming. Of course, when you 
ventilate you are going to have 
some loss of heat but if you 
have a bad case of condensation 
a small amount of heat loss 
is a fair price to pay for rid- 
ding the house of the excessive 
moist air. 


OF COURSE, open windows 
will produce drafts and go an 
improvement on this would be 
to install a window or wall ex- 
haust fan with a special device 
that will turn on the fan when 
the moisture content of the air 
in the house reaches a certain 
point and then will close off 
the fan when the moist ‘air has 
been removed. 

Another important spot to 
ventilate is the attic or area be- 
tween the roof insulation and 
the actual roof. This area should 
have a minimum opening of not 
less than one square foot of 
opening at each end of the 
house for each 300 square feet 
of attic floor area. You must 
have two openings for proper 
ventilation—one at eath end 
of the house. 

If the attic floor has been 
insulated there should not be 
much heat loss in winter 
through these openings. If your 
home is equipped with these 
openings and the area is atill 
damp in winter, then it's be- 
cause they are not large enough 
in area and they must be either 


increased in sige or a fan should 
be used to increase the flow of 
air through the openings,

Those Toy Guns 


IT IS NEWS to nobody that I am against toy guns for 
children. My experience teaches me that as a child plays 
he colors his future attitudes and conduct. When his play 
makes for sharing fun with his companions he is likely, 
in his adolescence, be a good team member. If his play 
is concentrated on beating up his playmates, “killing” them 
in cowboy games he might carry that exuberant force- 
fulness into adolescence and that would not add to his 
success in any association. So much for the norma)l-minded 
child. 

A toy gun in the hands of any child is a 
reality to him for the time being. He knows he is 
playing a game but has only a vague idea of the 
real meaning of a gun. As he grows older that 
meaning becomes clearer and he has more respect 
for the weapon and its possibilities. Not so the 
subnormal child. His ideas about most things are 
likely to be confused. The more backward he is 
the more confused he can be. In his hands a toy 
gun is a mistake. There might come a time when 
he, in his confused state, used a real one. That 
has happened. 

Now an angry child is in a state of mental confusion. 
This, in combination with his youthful inexperience might 
lead him to use a gun in deadly earnest. That too, has 
happened. 

CONSIDER THE GAMES the children play with these 
toys. I saw a fine little lad wearing a black mask across 
his upper face, a toy gun in his hand, playing hold-up man. 
Is that a good idea for even a highly intelligent lad to 
play? Isn't there something better than that to engage his 
play spirit? 

AGGRESSION is born in all of us and we 
have to learn to take it out harmlessly to our- 
selves and other people. A child has to be led 
toward that idea and toy guns are not doing that. 
Ball games, football, baseball, stick games, swim- 
ming, all water sports, digging, pounding—a stout 
block and a wooden mallet—are fine for this if 
the things can be had. Hard physical exercise is 
the right, the best outlet for aggressions. 

Also “talking back.” I know this is against all the 
rules but it is a therapeutic measure that makes for sound 
mental health, makes for common sense relations between 
children and grown-up people. Let the child speak his 
piece and listen without anger while he does so. Let him 
get it off his mind. Once the first angry rush is past his 
lips he is in a state to listen and then one tells him that 
loudness, bitterness, rudeness is not allowed in argument. 
Just explanations in ordinary tones, please—and make the 
explanations. And just be careful of the kind of child be- 
fore giving him a gun of any kind.

They see 
no hope of overcoming their 
heartbreaking problem. The 
father is disabled and the 
mother is on the verge of a 
nervous breakdown. 

There can be no celebration 
of Christmas in this home but, 
perhaps, the harsh realities of 
their lives can be softened 
somewhat by the concern of 
others. A gift of $30 would 
enable the parents to buy some 


of the clothes their children — 


need and maybe a toy or two, 
especially for the more seri- 
ously afflicted ones. 

This is case 56 among :the 
100 neediest cases, being pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch in 
co-operation with the Christ- 
mas Bureau of the Social Plan- 
ning Council.
